HAT WILL HAPPEN IN 1961? 

This question tempered the optimism over the 1960 cotton outlook 
among growers, merchants, spinners and others attending the American 
Cotton Congress in College Station, Texas, May 2-3. 

While concerned over the cost-price squeeze on agriculture and the 
threat of reduced income, most of the Congress speakers advocated giv- 
ing current agricultural legislation a trial before seeking amendments. 
Some producer spokesmen, however, are alarmed over agriculture’s 
diminishing returns. These fear that lower cotton supports and limited 
acreage may creat a crisis. 

“Cotton's Dynamic Sixties” (the Congress theme) will be an era of 
expanding production and consumption, speakers agreed—provided the 
industry and government face realistically the fiber’s present problems. 


e 19-Million-Bale Market? The possi 
bility of cotton achieving a market for 
19 million bales yearly was suggested by 
the keynote speaker, General Chairman 
Burris C. Jackson of Hillsboro, Texas. 

By 1970, said the head of the State 
wide Cotton Committee of Texas, this 
country’s rising population can consume 
11 million bales annually, even if con 
sumption is no higher than the present 
24 pounds of cotton per capita. 

Exports must total 7,750,000 bales to 
supply the Free World demand, at the 
present per capita level of use 

Jackson called attention to the progress 
cotton has made, praising 1958 legisla- 
tion as “a step in the right direction.” 

Calling current laws “something we 


can live with and under which we can go 
forward,” the Texan warned against lis- 
tening to “the siren from Wash- 
ington.” 


e Blake Summarizes Outlook Wm. 
Rhea Blake, Memphis, National Cotton 
Council executive vice-president, dis- 
cussed the cotton supply and demand 
outlook. Praising the legislation passed 
in 1958, he said it “has already brought a 
decided change for the better in cotton’s 
outlook.” 

However, Blake commented, “we have 
to recognize that the producer's desire 
and ability to grow cotton is limited by 
the necessity of showing a reasonable 
profit on his operations. If he can’t make

this kind of profit, there’s no future in 
cotton for him, nor for anyone else in 
our industry. And it’s just a fact that the 
average grower’s profit position today is 
not what it should be if we are to have a 
sound, healthy production base under our 
industry. 

The grower is caught between 
(1) the necessity of selling his cotton at 
lower prices in order to be ccmpetitive; 
and (2) a vicious, continuing upward 
spiral in the cost of the production items 
he must buy. And this, to my mind, is the 
paramount problem of the whole cotton 
industry today—the problem of enabling 
the producer to survive and go forward

Cotton Belt Expects 
Big 60 Season 


HE COTTON BELT’S BUSY getting 

ready for a big season. 

With more money from last year's 
crop, and prospects of bigger 1960 pro 
duction, there’s lots of activity in the 
states that grow the nation’s most valu- 
able farm product. 

Cotton lint and seed have brought pro 
ducers—from the Carolinas to California 

more than two-and-one-half-billion dol 
lars since last Aug. 1 

This was $391 million more revenu 
than was received from the 1958-59 crop 
(That's about $2 more cash for every 
man, woman and child in the U.S.) 

The lint which cotton ginners removed 
from the seed was worth $2,281,300,000 
to those who grew it. U.S. Department 
of Agriculture is the official source of 
this estimate, based on 14,551,000 bales 
at average price of 31.4 cents per pound 

Lint brought 19 percent more total in 
come than in the previous season 

Added to this was $232 million worth 
of cottonseed, at $38.80 per ton. Cotton 
seed brought 10 percent more than in the 
1958-59 season. Seed production in 1959 
5.¥RY 000 tons 

Any farmer can tell you that all of 
these dollars move into channels of trad 
mighty fast in these days of high prices 
and the cost-price squeeze on agriculture 

This fast movement, economists will 
tell you, multiplies the farmer's cotton 
dollar six or seven times as ginners, oil 
millers, textile operators and others proc 
ess the crop for the ultimate consumer 

Multiply two-and-one-half-billion dl 
lars by six or seven and you'll get a fig 
ire that will impress even those Yankee 
economists who've been killing off King 
Cotton ever since the first gun fired on 
Fort Sumter a century ago 


@ More CoTrron—The immedi 
ate future looks good, too. This statemen 
doesn't ignore the fact that cotton, like 
other farm commodities, has serious long- 
range problems. But, what about 19607 

The trade expects the crop now being 
planted to make 15 million bales or more 
That's about half a million more than 
from the 1959 crop. It means about 
250,000 more tons of cottonseed 

Much of this crop will be produced on 
land transferred from smaller, less mech- 
anized farms to larger, more efficient 
farms. (This is because of a new law 
encouraging transfer of allotments—for 
more information, the report from 
our Washington Bureau in this issue.) 

Many of these farms that received 
added acres are in the “older” Cotton 
Belt, such as the Carolinas, Georgia and 
Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, and 
the Blacklands of Benes. This has given 
new life to the cotton industry in these 
areas, creating more optimism and more 
activity 

Also significant is the fact that these 
are “Choice A” cotton acres—entitled to 
higher price supports than if farmers had 
increased plantings through the govern- 
ment’s “Choice B.”

home and abroad. Domestic consumption 
this season will be about nine million 
bales. This country is exporting six to 
seven million bales. At the recent Ameri 
can Cotton Congress (See Page 7) top 
cotton producers, merchants, spinners and 


others agreed that the consumption out- 
look is excellent this season. 


@ More Business—All of this 
adds up to more business in the Cotton 
Belt, and more activity for those who 
supply the cotton industry. For example, 
California reports 10 new cotton gins 
sold in that state recently—added to at 
least seven others bought earlier. Lub- 
bock Cotton Exchange says many new 
gins are being built and many other 
states report ginners adding equipment 
and modernizing older plants. 

Most observers agree that few indus- 
tries have modernized as much and as 
rapidly in the last decade as the cotton 
ginning industry.

Georgia Farmer Holds Key

those originally receiving dieldrin, Guth 
ion, and toxaphene. Eight applications 
were made between June 30 and Aug. 3 

Dieldrin at one-half pound plus DDT 
at one pound gave much poorer weevil 
control than the other insecticides. Toxa- 
phene at two pounds plus DDT at one 
pound did not hold infestations to as low 
a level as Guthion at 0.25 pound plus 
DDT at one pound or Sevin at 1.25 pound 
per acre; however, control with toxa 
phene was good. The poor control ob- 
tained with dieldrin plus DDT was re 
flected in the yield. It produced an in 
crease in yield of 908 pounds of seed cot 
ton per acre, as compared with the check 
plot, while increases from the other treat 
ments ranged from 1,401 to 1,480 pounds 
The untreated check produced only 255 
pounds of seed cotton per acre 

In a small-plot experiment conducted 
for thrips control, cotton fleahopper in 
festations developed after the treatment 
was over. The same materials were then 

higher dosages for fleahopper 
control. Dosages of one pound of toxa 
phene or Strobane plus 0.5 pound of DDT 
per acre much better control than 
1.5 pounds of toxaphene or Strobane or

For late-season control of the boll 
weevil and bollworm, all plots were 
treated with toxaphene plus DDT during 
the last two weeks of July.

In three experiments, in addition to 
large increases in yield, the average in 
crease in the value of lint in treated over 
untreated plots was 6.18 cents per pound 
The boll weevil was responsible for the

In 12 experiments, the average in- 
in yield from treated plots was 
805 pounds of seed cotton per 
153 percent. The increase in 1959 com 
pares with an average increase of 309 
pounds, or 42 percent, for the previous 
20 years. The average number of appli 
cations per year during that period was 


5.2, and compares with 9.4 in 1959. 


Cotton growers in Central Texas ex 
perienced a difficult insect-control sea 
son in 1959. Rains during the first two 
weeks of June either prevented the appli 
cations of insecticides or reduced their 
effectiveness against overwintered boll 
weevils. Weather conditions were favor 
able for weevil buildup throughout the 


crease 


acre, or 


season. Consequently, 
of the localities in the Blacklands, addi- 
tional treatments were needed in July. 
Bollworm infestations developed at about 
the same time that the weevils reached 
injurious levels 

Rains during the last two weeks of 
July hampered control operations. 
However, where an adequate program 
with the proper insecticides applied at 
about five-day intervals was used, good 
control was maintained and good yields 
were obtained. 

Good control of weevils and bollworms 
was obtained with such mixtures as toxa- 
phene plus DDT, toxaphene plus DDT 
plus methyl! parathion, and methyl para- 
thion plus DDT. Some growers com- 
plained of poor control of bollworms with 
a formulation of methyl parathion plus 
heptachlor plus DDT. This commercial 
mixture does not contain enough DDT to 
effect bollworm control and delays in 
adding additional DDT probably were 
responsible for the failure

cotton picker, a series of tests were made 
at the U.S. Cotton Field Station at Shaf- 
ter, Calif. In these tests the pressure was 
varied in four steps from light to stiff 
with clearances of one-fourth inch and 
three-fourths inch respectively. 

The pressure or force required to cause 
the plates to yield was measured by a 
spring scale attached to the hinge con- 
necting the two halves of the plates 
(Fig. 1). This point is the narrowest 
part of the throat opening. The force was 
correlated with spring tension by also 
measuring the torque of the shaft to 
which the springs are attached. An at- 
tempt was made to have the yield pres- 
sure on the front and rear plates as near 
equal as possible with the adjustment 
steps provided. The differences in the 
spring torques between front and rear 
are due to the differences in the con 
struction of the two plates. The four 
pressure settings used in the tests would 
normally be considered as light, medium, 
medium stiff, and stiff 


e Tests Made Four 
were made to determine the effect of the 
pressure plate settings on the picking 
efficiency, and the trash content and 
grade of the cotton. One other test was 
made to determine the effect of the set 
tings on the amount of green bolls 
knocked off the plants. The cotton in 
the tests varied from well defoliated, 
medium size plants to rank, tall plants 
some of which were lodged and only 
about 50 percent defoliated. The vari 
ations in the plants occurred both in the 
different fields in which the tests wer 
within the same field in a 
The yields varied from about 
ore and one-half to three bales per acre 
with the majority between two and two 
and one-half bales.

The picking efficiency was signifi 

intly affected by both the yield pres 

ire and the spindle clearance. There was 
an increase of two and one-half percent 
to three percent between the lowest and 
highest The one-fourth inch 
spindle clearance gave three percent to 
four percent higher efficiency than the 
three-fourths inch clearance. The unhar 
vested cotton was about equally divided 
between that left on plant and that 
dropped on the ground, 

The percentage of green bolls knocked 
off the plants was also significantly af 
fected by both pressure and clearance. 
With one-fourth inch clearance, the green 
boll increased from six percent to 
12 percent between the lightest and the 
heaviest pressure settings. With the 
three-fourths inch clearance, the loss in 
creased from 5.4 percent to 7.6 percent

There were no significant differences 
in the seed cotton trash, lint trash, and 
grade between the different pressures or 
the clearances. 


e Summary From the results obtained 
in these tests, the optimum setting of the 


pressure plates depends on the amount 
of green bolls on the plants. When there 
are few green bolls, the plates should be 
set with a high yield pressure and close 
spindle clearance in order to obtain great- 
est picking efficiency. When there are a 
large number of green bolls, a light to 
medium pressure and a one-fourth inch 
to one-half inch spindle clearance would 
give best results. This would reduce the 
picking efficiency but that would be off 
set by the loss of less green bolls.

in the face of the price-cost squeeze on 
his profits. 

“To some folks, the primary answer to 
this problem is government subsidy. And 
I'm not here to argue for or against the 
subsidy approach. So far as the Council 
is concerned, it’s a matter of record that 
we have been for the export. subsidy pro 
gram, as well as the subsidies which are 
provided by the Choice A program 

“But the big, central issue is not 
whether we are for or against subsidies 
Instead, it is the question of whether we 
can afford to rely on subsidies as a per 
manent crutch for helping us meet price 
competition. My own view is that ws 
cannot afford to have our future resting 
on such a risky, precarious foundation 

“With the tide of public opinion cur 
rently going strongly against agriculture 

with all the great hue and cry about 
so much spending on farm programs 
and especially with farmers being a 
small, shrinking minority in this country 

any foundation of competitive strength 
based on subsidies could be swept out 
from under us at almost any time 

“So what is the answer? I think there 
is only real answer, and that is 
to put a great new emphasis on produc 
tion and marketing research to help th: 
grower reduce or hold down his unit 
costs, or to accomplish the same thing 
through improvements in cotton quality 
This is the only way by which the growe: 
can stand on his own two feet in meeting 
price competition, while at the same time 
maintaining a reasonable profit position 

“Fortunately, research has an enorm 
ous potential for reducing unit produc 
tion costs and more efficient 
mechanization is a big part of this 
cheaper and more effective insect, weed 
and disease control improved reten 
tion of squares and bolls which the cot 
ton plant sets but half of which are shed 

improved ginning which will preserve 
more of the inherent value of the cotton 
fiber 

“These are ist a few of the big re 
search potentials in raw cotton production 
and marketing. We must do everything 
possible t that these potentials are 
exploited by public agricultural research 
agencies, by allied private groups, and by 
investment of the industry's own fund 
n research.”

nate immediately the two-price system 
and would enable the cotton trade in this 
country and abroad to carry the surplus 
without the government's outlay 
for warehouse charges : 

“Further, a one-price system would help 
cur domestic mills to compete effectively 
with synthetic fibers in the U.S. and 
perhaps lead to recapturing some of the 
foreign markets for textile goods. 

“The various cotton programs over the 
past decade have compounded the prob- 
lem by attempting to solve one economic 
error with another, and the cotton indus 
try has looked on while each successive 
program was devised in a politically in 
spired atmosphere with little regard for 
economic facts. While recognizing that 
there is nothing inherently evil about 
politics and aware that in our democratic 
processes we logically operate legisla 
tively in a political system, I am con- 
vinced that we cannot maintain a healthy 
economy, as an industry or a nation, in 
utter defiance of economic laws. The end 
may be nearer than we think 

“We are at the crossroads in the U.S 
with reference to government spending. 
It seems obvious that unless we change 
the direction, we are headed down the 
path that leads only to continued infla- 
tion, with all its evil aspects, including 
the destruction of government credit and 
the economic strangulation of the middle 
income groups.”

e Problems Listed by Smith Problems 
to be solved for cotton to make maximum 
progress were listed by Wilmer Smith, 
Wilson, Texas, producer, who is president 
of American Cotton Producer Associates 
and a leader in many other cotton 
organizations. 

Solving of the packaging problem, with 
automatic sampling of bales, is needed, 
he said. “I am convinced that the auto- 
matic sampler is here to stay, that im- 
provement will be made to the extent 
that the trade can depend upon an auto- 
matic sampler to give a true picture of a 
bale of cotton from one side to the other, 
and that it will be acceptable in all 
markets.” 

Discussing the competitive problems, 
Smith asked, “Are we not kidding our- 
selves when we think that there is one 
price for cotton that will be competitive 
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both with domestic synthetics and with 
foreign production of cotton?” 

He added that U.S. cotton was gener- 
ally competitive with synthetics in the 
last two seasons, but not competitive 
abroad without an export subsidy. 

“I, as a producer am just about at the 
bottom price that I think I can produce 
cotton and stay in the business. If I con- 
sider the interest on my investment, both 
land and equipment, and if I figure the 
depreciation on my equipment for last 
year, I had absolutely nothing left for 
my personal labor and management op- 
erations. In other words, I worked for 
free last year. 

“I don’t think that we, as cotton farm- 
ers, could be or should be expected to 
work for free. I thought about larger 
volume in order that management could 
have a better opportunity to make a 
small margin on each unit, thereby in- 
creasing income. Larger volume has its 
problems too. Larger volume gives you 
that vast opportunity to go broke. As we 
look at limitations on support price, 
larger volume doesn’t become very at- 
tractive, and it most certainly doesn’t be- 
come very attractive to a lending agency 
that might be interested in loaning money 
to a farmer to expand his operations, 

“Our domestic mills get an export sub- 
sidy on the cotton equivalent for all the 
cloth they export, thus making their raw 
material competitive with world markets 
for cotton, yet they have been continually 
losing foreign markets. Price of cotton is 
not the determining factor. Wages paid 
to the worker are an important factor. 

“Yet resolutions passed by all segments 
of the cotton industry say that we should 
work toward and have as our goal a price 
for cotton that is competitive in the world 
market—a price situation that even our 
most efficient mills cannot face. Why do 
we kid ourselves that American farmers 
can do something that no other industry 
can do? 

“There is another problem that I think 
s facing the American cotton farmer in 
the °60’s, and one in which I am very
